.ntroduocd, und he boonmo very liontod 
n telling mo about his relations with 
thnt author. 
Finally ho could no lon- 


ger contain himself, and jumping from 


scut, ho walked up and down the 


loor in groat apparent agitation, 
Ho 


,okl mo that ho had corresponded with 
Sickens long beforo they over mot,— 
I'luit both from his writings and hislet- 
,crs ho had formed tho highest ooncop- 
jion of his personal character. 
That 


uidor theso circumstances Dickens ar- 
•ived ut New York, nnd ho, Irving, 
lulled upon him ut tlio Astor IIouso,— 
I'liat immediately after sending in his 
inrd ho was invited to Mr. Dickons' 
iiirlor, and, us ho entered tho room, 
hut gentleman mot him, napkin in 
land, 
Ho hud boon dining, and tlio 


tublo was covered with a vulgar profu- 
sion of Ibod, and tho tublo cloth was 
stained with gravy und wino, 
Wring- 


,ng his hand, JJiokcna' first uulutntioii 
was, "Irving, I urn dolightod to sou 


What will you drink, a niint- 
• a gin cocktail ?" "The idea 


of inviting mo to drink raint-julops and 
cocktails!" 
naivoly oxoluimcd Mr. Ir- 


ving. Ho found Dickons outrageously 
vulgar—in dress, manners, and mind,— 
And noiio of us young people were 
then more incensed against him for his 
American Notos" and Martin Chunk- 
wit" than wan tho gontlo Goldsmith of 
American literature. 


MAOAlMiAY. 


It wus at about this timothutl reooi- 


vod an invitation to breakfast with Mr. 
Maouuluy, who was not yet olcvatcd to 
ilio peerage, at liisi ohn'mbore in the 
Albany, 
I found him • u bluff, down- 


right sort of a person, not at all like my 
prcOTiiooivcd ideal of tho author of tho 
:ssiiy on Milton. 
T am not quite sure 


whether ho wns or was not at that time 


tho ministry. Our breakfast wus 


toto-a-tcto, und my host did all the 
talking. He hud no "brilliant flashes 
of silence," as Sydney Smith remarked 
of him upon another occasion, Wo 
were together about an hour and a half, 
uid most of tho convoimtion turned 
upon thu institutions of this country, 
nnd their probable future Mo. 
Mr, 


Mucauluy shocked mo by prophesying 
with the utmost confidence that slavery 
wus certain to brouk up our Government 
within ton yours from that timo, and in 
no very distant future two divided con- 
federacies would, by thoir own weight 
uud from tho operations of other o auses 
drop into half-a-dozen broken States, 
with military despotisms ruling over 
them, 
This wus nn extraordinary pro- 


diction to nn American ear in tho year 
1856, At thuttimo wo nono of us thought 
of tho possibility oi'nn impending crisis, 
Slavery brougth us to a civil war in even 
less timo than tho limit of Mucuulny's 
prophesy, 
Ho wus mistaken in fore- 


seeing u dissolution of the Union us 
immediately involved in tho struggle 
which thnt institution provoked. 
And 


it is to bo hopod that ho wns equal in 
error in his vaticinations, in respect to 
our more ultimate fate, 
f tried to per- 


suade- him to reduce what ho had said 
to writing, und to permit it to bo 
road before tho New York Historical 
Society; but ho diclined, excusing him- 
self on account of his overwhelming 
engagements 


llo hpoko to mo of tho Gharti.st dem- 


onstrntion in 1848, nnd told mo that 
tlio number 
disnfloctod collected on 


Kensington Common, which hud boon 
popularly supposed ut tho time not to 
fall short of iiO.OOO or -.10,000 did not, 
in fact, exceed 7,000. 
Ho said that 


tho Llovernmont hud restored to the 
photograph in order to accurately esti- 
mate tho number; that, knowing tho 
uren of the common and computing tho 
number of people who could stand in 
it side by side, and possessing a picture 
showing to what oxtont the space wus 
covered with human beings und in 
what closeness of proximity they stood, 
they wore thus unubled to determine 
how many there wore, 


SAM HOUSTON, 


Gun. "Sum" Houston, United States 


Senator from Texas, wus physically a 
ruugnificnnt specimen of manhood. 
His 


dross WHS extravagantly outro, suggcs 
live of both tho frontiersman and tho 
Indian. 
H o possessed a great mind anc 


a great hourt, and his nuiny peculiarities 
woro harmless and endearing lather 
than repulsive. 
His courtesy to wom- 


en was remarkable, nnd ho ncvor ad-
